Aitcicn.t Pottery. 


[Kami (Ga.) Courier.) 


Mr. C. P. Morton showed us yesterday 


aome broken pieces of pottery that, along 
with many other interesting relics, 
were unearthed on the Foster place 
on the Coosa River, near the Alabama 
lines. - 


These fragments of pottery bear evi- 


dence of having been the product of 
a race of people possessed of more 
artistic.skill and of better taate than 
the race that inhabited the country 
when found by the whites who came 
among them. The component parts of 
the vessel appear to have been powdered 
flint and shells, and on both the out- 
side and inside is a thin coating, of 
appearance entirely different from ten 
main body of the vessels, and on the 
outside there are lines of indentation 
closely and regularly drawn, some in 
curves and changing distance at right 
angles. 
The work is something like that of 


the Japanese. From what Mr. Morton 
told us of the many wonderfully inter- 
esting relics, such as skeletons, pottery, 
rings, etc., that were uncovered on this 
farm by the overflow, we do not doubt 
but that the antiquarian would find 
there a field that would handsomely 
reward him for a visit to the place. 


Self-winding Clock*. 


[London Telegraph.] 


A clock-maker of Copenhagen, named* 


Louis Seenderberg, who for aome time 
past has had charge of that city's elec- 
tric timekeepers, has just invented an 
ingenious appliance which obviates the 
necessity of winding up the regulator, 
from which the clocks in question "take 
their time." 


Dy a mechanical contrivance which 


periodically cuts off the stream of elec- 
tric fluid emanating from the battery, 
atid brings an electro-magnet to bear up- 
on the relaxed main spring in such a 
way aa to renew its tension instantane- 
ously, perpetual motion is practically 
imparted to the works of the regulator 
—that in to say, as long as the battcriw 
are kept supplied with acids. 


The discoverer of this important im- 


provement has satisfied himself, by six 
mouths successful experiments iu big 
owu workshops, that his system works 
faultlessly, and has applied for permis- 
sion to adapt it to the electric clocks 
set up by the municipality in different 
pnrk of the Danish capital. Electrici- 
ty, uuder Mr. Scenderberg's compulsion, 
is destined not only to make the Copen- 
hagen clocks go, but to wind them up, 
with never-ending recurrence, until tb» 
"crack of the doom."

County oncer*' Boni*. 


It may not be generally known 


that the Legislature, at its late 
session, provided for the giving of 
new bonds by the county, officers 
who hold over. In view of the fact 
that there will not in all probabilitity 
b* any fall elections for the mooted 
offices, we publish the act, approved 
May 28,1881: 


"SiCTios 1. Be it enacted by the 


people of the State of Illinois, re- 
presented in the General Assembly. 
That whenever any county officer, 
who has been heretofore elected to 
any office in any county iu this state, 
shall for any cause continue in office 
after the time for which he was 
elected, such officer so continuing in 
office shall execute a new official 
bond in the manner, of the character 
with the same conditions and penal- 
ties and like securities as now re- 
quired by law of such officer before 
entering upon the duties of his office. 
Should any county 
officer 
fail, 


neglect or refuse to execute such 
new bond as above provided within 
thirty days after the .expiration oi 
the time for which he was elected, 
the County Board of such" county 
may declare such office vacant. The 
liabilities of the principal 
and 


securities'of any such bond shall 
continue during the continuance of 
such officer in office; but neither the 
execution of such bond nor the 
failure tp execute the same shall be 
held to in anywise release or ex- 
tinguish the liabilities of such officer 
or bis securities on any bond 
ennried by them before the execn 
tioa of such new bond."
